U. S.-Egypt Meeting Acceptable

DETROIT (AP) — President! 


Johnson ordered federal troops I 
into the Detroit area today to' 
stand by to help quell two days 
of wild Negro rioting that has 
claimed five lives, injured hun- 
dreds and left many parts of 
the city a smouldering ruin. 


Johnson announced 
dispatch 


of the troops less than two hours 
after Gov. George Romney and 
Mayor Jerome P. 
Cavanr.gh 


wired a plea for help. 


At the same time, the Presi- 


dent ordered 
former Deputy 


Secretary of Defense Cyrus Van 
to nearby Selfridge Air Force 
base where he is to determine 
the situation and whether to 
send the troops into the smoke- 
shrouded, debris-littered city.

Sun Will Set on British in Far East 


The announcement chat Great Britain 


will systematically withdraw its military 
forces from the Far East so that very few 
will remain by the mid-1970's should come 
as no surprise. Last winter Prime Minister 
Wilson made it clear that the sun would set 
on the British Empire "east of the Suez" in 
the near future. But the news is another 
blow to the United States and its current 
policies in Asia. 


The British white paper explained that 


the action was being taken because of "a 
more pressing need to reduce overseas 
expenditure, a slower rate of growth than 
expected in the British economy, and the 
consequent necessity to keep the govern- 
ment expenditure as low as possible." It 
also explained that there were 
other 


considerations which made the withdrawals 
possible. "In the next decade new aircraft 
will enable us to move forces across the 
world faster and in larger numbers than 
was possible even a few years ago. The 
military strength of our friends and allies 
is growing. The power and policy of our 
potential enemies are likely to change.'' 
Also taken into account were "the evolu- 
tion of government policy towards Europe, 
progress in revising North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization strategy, the mid-East crisis 
and changes in Southeast Asia, following 
the end of the Malaysian confrontation by 
Indonesia." The only possible reference to 
Vietnam was in the British statement that 
the precise timing of withdrawal of forces 
from the Far East would depend on 
"progress made in achieving a new basis 
for stability in Southeast Asia and in 
resolving other problems in the Far East." 


The United States officials are reported- 


ly unhappy 
over 
the news. President 


Johnson has already expressed the hope 
that England would find it in its interest to 
"maintain their interest in that part of the 
world." But the British white paper issued 
at this time when the United States is still 
heavily bogged down in Vietnam lends 
little hope to the idea that British officials 
will change their minds. 


The dilemma therefore increases for the 


United States. 


It is completely impossible to determine 


how necessary to the Far East is the 
presence of Western military forces. The 
British white paper tended to ignore any 
Communist threat, even of Red China, in 
the area. Instead it saw the change in 


Indonesia as paramount although it was 
hardly a serious threat to Malaysia. So 
either the British are particularly blind or 
the United States is far behind the times. It 
seems likely a little of both is true. 


The Communist Chinese do pose a 


massive threat to other countries in Asia, 
partly because of their numbers and their 
growing military capability, partly because 
of the poverty in many Asian lands and the 
failures of government generally to solve 
the problems of poverty, inequality, cor- 
ruption, hunger and overpopulation. But it 
seems no longer tenable to claim the threat 
is part of a world conspiracy, something 
the United States tends act as if it believed 
even if it no longer enunciates this as a 
policy. 


It may not be true that there is no 


longer much danger of a Soviet aggressive 
move in Europe 
but certainly 
almost 


everyone except the United States is now 
acting as if it were true. The French have 
virtually withdrawn from NATO. The West 
Germans have recently announced a major 
cutback in military spending. British troops 
are still in Europe only because the United 
States is indirectly paying part of the cost. 
And no one really supports us militarily in 
Vietnam. The only troops of any conse- 
quence in the area are Korean, released 
because of our own troops in Korea and 
also paid in great part by the United States. 


The Soviet military strength may in- 


deed be a serious threat to the survival of 
the United States, as well as other havens 
of democratic government, as 
charged 


recently by the American Security Council. 
But there seems little hope in combating 
the threat only through the development 
and deployment of ever more 
deadly 


weapons. 


In many areas of the world the major 


threat to peace and justice is no longer 
considered merely communism as such but 
the conditions of despair that prompt 
violence and revolt. The fighting going on 
in so many places, from Nigeria to Newark, 
has little to do with communism, whether 
Chinese or Russian. But a major profiteer 
could be the Communists. 


Chained down by our rigid policy in 


Vietnam, the United States so far has been 
unable objectively to look at the real 
threats around the world. The British white 
paper is one more nudge that we had better 
do so.

Only a couple of supervisors objected to 
the trip, but no one bothered to ask what it 
might cost, how the delegates would set- 
there, or how long they would stay. 


We can't imagine why six supervisors 


have to attend the convention, although it 
certainly seems 
a county the 
size of 


Outagamie should be represented. And one 
of those who should go is the board 
chairman. But it must be quite frustrating 
to 
those 
county 
employes who 
tried 


unsuccessfully to have the county pick up 
the tab for their conference or convention 
trips to listen to their "bosses" send 
themselves "by the lot" to a convention. 


It should be frustrating to the taxpayer, 


too. 


How fo Gef a Cushy Job 


In an article by reporter Jerry Lan- 


dauer. the Wall Street Journal asks the 
question, how to gel a cushy government 
job? The answer, according lo the infor- 
mation dredged up by Landauer, is lo 
marry one of Lyndon Johnson's secretaries. 


Simon McHugh. Jr., lisa been named by 


the President to a five year term on the 
Subversive Activities Control Board. His 
salary is S26.000 a year. His qualifications 
are somewhat confusing. 


McHugh has a bachelor's degree from 


Georgetown University in business admin- 
istration. He had four jobs after that and 
then he began wooing a White House 
secretary. After their marriage a year ago. 
he was named special assistant to the 
associate administrator for investment of 
the Small Business Administration. His 
qualifications for this job apparently were 
that he had lost quite a bit of money in real 
estate investments. He managed to get a 
raise to 817,550 and stayed in the job all of 
15 weeks. Then he and his bride spent a 
weekend at the LBJ ranch and he found he 
had a new job in the quasi-judicial agency. 


Mr. McHugh has expressed interest in 
studying law at night.

Such favoritism is a major flaw in the 


activities of President Johnson. We do not 
criticize him for seeing that his son-in-law 
became a director of a bank which has 
heavy LBJ ownership. Whatever its draw- 
backs, nepotism is an accepted part, of 
American business life whether it means a 
cheaper price for Ihe back forty or a vice 
presidency.
